THE RIVER COMMISSION. 

While the River Improvement Committee 
of the Merchants’ Exchange is organizing 
public sentiment in support of that great 
work of national improvement, it would be 
well for it to pay attention to a practical 
question of urgency and importance. ‘This 
is the appointment of a successor to fill the 
place left vacant by the resignation of Capt. 
EADS. 

The plan vf improvement to be pursued 
by the Commission has been substantially 
agreed on, and it has been so successful 
in practical results that it is not at all 
likely that any change will be made in 
it. But in shaping the details to meet the var- 
ied requirements of the river there is need of 
the highest engineering skill and technical 
training, and it js moreover highly impor- 
tant that the new member of the committee 
should have ths professional ability to ex- 
plain clearly to Congress the motives and 
reasons of every step, to answer every ques- 
tion and to meet every objection. The great 
difficulty which for a long time to come will 
interpose itself in the course of Mississippi 
improvement, will be the difficulty of con- 
vincing Congressmen of the soundness of the 
views and of the value of the work done un- 
der the direction of the committec. 

It is necessary that the successor of Capt. 
EAps should bea thorough civil engineer, 
that he should have had experience in hy- 
draulic engineering, and that he should be 
identified locally with the interest of the 
Mississippi Valley. The name of Henry 
FLAD has been suggested in this connection, 
and he certainly possesses all the require- 
ments namec. and would be a valuable 
member of the Commission. While we 
can think of no one elseso well fitted for the 
place, weare not disposed to urge any 
personal claims But it is merely common 
sense to demand that the new member should 
have the confidence and support of those or- 
ganized interests in the Mississippi Valley 
which are now uniting to make their strength 
effective. Ifthe question is not acted on 
promptly the appointment may go to some 
Eastern figure-head, the civil service to the 
contrary notwithstanding, and thus a great 
opportunity will be lost.

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THE BRITISH GRIEVANCE. 

The dplomatic evasions of Mr. Sack- 
VILLE-Wesv and of ths State Department 
leave us no alternative except to believe that 
the British Governmen’ has really gone to 
the length of undertaking some kind of a re- 
monstrance against the freedom with which 
we permit the extremists ef the Irish agita- 
torsto wage a windy but undestructive war 
with their jaws against the tyranny of Great 
Britain in Ireland. 

We are quite willing to believe that 
that remonstrance nas been framed 
in the most genteel manner and 
in accordance with the most rigorous 
requirements of diplomatic etiquette. A na- 
tion which has been strutting before the 
world for two hundred years as the home of 
liberty and the asylum of free speech has 
need to be very careful of its p’s and q’s 
when it sets out on the delicate mission of 
instructing a friendly power in the duty of 
silencing freedom of speech. 

But no matter how genteel may be the 
tone or how diplomatic the rhetoric of the 
communication, our Government cannot af- 
ford to pay any attention to it. We 
do not deny freedom of speech even 
to the Mosts and the Scnawass who 
frankly announce their intention of 
putting an end to our own Govern- 
ment, and it would be an exhibition of 
imbecility if, at the bidding of a foreign 
nation, we were to lay aside a principle 
which is fundamental to our form of Goyv- 
ernment. 

Instead of remonstrating with us it would 
be in better taste if England, and, for that 
matter, all Europe, woud unitein thanking 
us for the service we have rendered them in 
the last forty yearsin drawing off and dis- 
arming the dangerous elements which other- 
wise would have made troubleathome, The 
outlet to this country has been a safety-valve 
for the escape of all of the dangerous 
forces which Europe has created without 
being able to control them; and Europe has 
lived because millions of men have been 
quiet, prosperous citizens of this country, 
who otherwise would have been plying the 
torch and the dagger in the capitals of the 
Old World. It a few of these millions still 
utter in this country the threats which were 
passed about in a whisper at home, that 
should be a reminder to England not to put 
in a grievance, but to thank us humbly for 
the great good we have done here.

AFTER the defeat of the Knapp Charity 
Advertising Bill in the House last Friday 
night the managing editor of the Jefferson 
City lobby fell to work, and by staylug up all 
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calaspirations, a reconsideration of the bill 
was had and it was finally passed. Before 
the*Senafe considers the measure it would 
be well to have it properly understood. The 
bill proposes to increase the cost of judical 
advertising in St. Louis from less than acent 
and a half a line to 12% cents a line.

“Is there then any foundation for the rumor, 
Judge, that you area candidate for the guberna- 
torial nomination in that State?“ 

„Well,“ he replied, and this time the laugh was 
only a smile, that is a pretty hard one. I be- 
lieve some of the newspapers have been talking 
of me for the place,” 

“And whether you would accept a nomination?” 

“Oh, really, now—” and it was a laugh again— 
“really now you mnst not expect one to go around 
publicly declining a thing never yet offered him.”

THE POSTAL TELEGRAPH, 

Mr. John B. yond member of Congress from 
Massachusetts during the war and nowa retired 
Capitalist, is one of the chief owners of the Postal 
Telegraph, now being constructed between New 
York and Western cities. He resides here, making 
Washington his home in wiater aud Massachusetts 
his retreat when the summer suns and malaria 
get too flerce here, Speaking to your correspond- 
ent of the line and its system he said that it had 
a large future.

It did prove successful, so much 80 
that we can send nearly 1,500 words a minute by 
one wire. Think ofit. A column of matter in 
any of the largest newspapers in two minutes, 
You see we use a large copper wire tor our lines, 
and its conductabilily is many times greater than 
the best steel wire, and as we own the only cop- 
per wire factory in the country, we shall have no 
difficulty in supplying ourselves with the material 
for the line.” 

The new company, Mr. Alley says. will be open 
for business between Chicago and New York in 
thirty days. Its lines also will be extended to 
Cincinnati, Louisville St. Louis and other cities 
in due time, 

THB INTERNATIONAL PATENT CONVENTION. 

The Commissioner of Patents has no great 
amouut of faith in any immediate results of the 
Iniernational Patent Convention held at Paris. 
He wrote the American Minister at Paris before 
the convention, giving him some instructions in 
regard to it, and will await developments before 
any further action. In conversation with your 
correspondent yesterday he expressed himself as 
heartily in sympathy with the movement fur the es- 
tablistiment of international Patent; laws, but said 
that he thought some time would elapse before it 
could, or at least would, be made of practical 
value. The last report of the issue of patents 
shows twenty-iliree issued during the week 
to ciiizens of foreign countries, of which eleven 
were to citizens of England, four to Germany, 
three to France, three to Canada, and one each to 
Sweden and Peru. The number issued to citizens 
of the United States during the same week was 
405, of which twenty-six ‘went to Llinoisans 
twenty-three to Ohio people, ten in Indiana, eigh 
in Missouri and two in Kentucky, New York got 
the lion’s share, 127, and Massachusetts came, 
next with forty-one. New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont, close .eigabors of Massachusetts, did not 
get a single one

AMERICAN WHEAT IN ENGLAND. 

Hon. Joseph Nimmo, the chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics, has just received trom -London a state- 
ment showing the quantity of wheat imported In- 
to Great Britain last year and its value. This 
Statement is especially interesting just now in 
view of the recent 7 to put a tariff on 
American grain and to decrease the freight rates 
on wheat India. The statement shows that 
out of a tariff over $150,000,000 worth of wheat 
spi into Great Britain last year $100,000,000 
worth was from the United States. the re- 
mainder Russia furnished $10.090,000 worth, India 

20,000,000 worth. and Australia and British 
North America about $7,500,000 worth each. 
It looks very much as though England in putting 
a tariff on two-thirds of her breadstuffs imported 
would add a last straw to the burden 
of her — people, which Would be 
that much more than they could endure. 

FOREIGN WINES. 

It seems quite probable that Congressman Town- 
shend’s proposition for retaliating upon France 
and Germany in relation to their attack upon our 
hogs by excluding their wine, may take shape in 
the next Congress, Those who are disposed to be 
facetious would remark that a Democratic Con- 
gress has no use for wine anyhow as longa whis- 

ists, but this sort of jokes are very cheap, 

he reports of the Consuls coming to the Sta 
Department show constant and very great adult 
eration of wines abound, and so evident has this 
become that the Consuis even feel it tneir duty to 
recommend that steps for the protection of the 
American public be taken. The latest case of 
this kind is a report from Consul Wilson, of 
Nantes, who recommends the establishment of a 
chemical laboratory at New York, or other ports 
where all wines shall be tested and grades of 
tariff fixed according to their purity, those fonnd 
unfit for use to be confiscated. 


EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE. 


A Spirited Discussion of Evangelism This

At 85 33 per mil 
lion the pumping cost $13 33. The ice taken from 
the Compton Hill Keservoir represented 750,000 
galicns. At $15 37 per million, the pumping twice 
cost $13 78. Thus the total cost of pumping the 
3,250,000 gallons was 827 11, or “about 99 per 
ton” on the average. It thus appears that in hi 
letter to the Mayor, Hr. Whitman toid the truth. 
Shall I be ungenerous if I add that it is the Post- 
DISPATCH which is “trying to mislead the peo- 
le,“ and that I begin to lose confidence” 
n your ability to discuss fairly the Water-works 
business? 

Second, the ice contracts. When you speak of 
Mr. Whitman’s letter as a defense of his ee con- 
tracts“ and contrast the pumping for ice” with 
the “pumping for the use of the peuple,” are you 
not tryifig to make it appear that the ice contracts 
involved something wrong and were not in the in- 
terest of the people? Let us look at the fact in 
this point. Itcostto pump theice water, as al- 
ready shown, 627 11. Now, per contra, the ice 
from Compton Hill reservoir sold for $290; that 
from the settling basins for $5,455; total cash re- 
ceived for ice $5,745. Do you ask to whom was 
this cash paid? To the City Treasurer, “for the 
use of the people.” 

But this is not all. A part of the ice cut was 
harvested by our public city institutions, the 
Board of Health, etc., amounting to over a thou- 
sand tons. This ice, after allowing for the cost of 
cutting, probably saved the city 62.500. To sum 
up: To pump the water cost less than $30; the 
profit to the city was upwards of $8,000. Shouid 
such management need a defense? 

One word more. In your editorial of the 15th 
you 2 of the leakage from the mains. You 
say that it is twenty per cent of the water pump- 
ed. I did not suppose, and do not now believe, 
thatthe leakage of the mains is one-fourth of 
that amount. Will not some engineer who knows 
give us the facts, and compare the quality of our 
mains with those of other cities?
